1. ELECTION 



Applicant elects the invention of Group L Applicant also chooses mammal as the 
specific organism for the elected Group I . This election is made without traverse. 

The above-identified patent application has been examined for restriction purposes only. 
The Examiner has set forth the following groups: 

Group I: Claims 1-1 2, drawn to a transgenic vertebrate whose genome comprises a 
bacteriophage RNA polymerase transgene. 

Group II: Claims 13-29, drawn to a method of expressing a protein in a transgenic 
vertebrate whose genome comprises a bacteriophage RNA polymerase transgene and a protein 
product by said method. 

Group III: Claims 3 1-45, drawn to a method to produce an antibody against an antigen in 
a transgenic vertebrate whose genome comprises a bacteriophage RNA polymerase transgene, 
comprising introducing an immunogenic construct into said transgenic vertebrate, and an 
antibody produced by said method. 

Group IV: Claim 46, drawn to a method of producing a monoclonal antibody from the 
spleen cells of a transgenic vertebrate whose genome comprises a becteriophage RNA 
polymerase transgene. 

Group V: Claim 48, drawn to a method of isolating antibody from the egg of a transgenic 
vertebrate whose genome comprises a bacteriophage RNA polymerase transgene. 

Group VI: Claims 47 and 49, drawn to a monoclonal antibody and polyclonal antibody. 

In the Office Action, the Examiner has restricted the claims to 6 distinct and independent 
inventions. Applicant elects the invention of group I which includes claims 1-12 without 
traverse. Applicant also chooses mammal as the organism for the elected Group I.
